ö Enjoyning the Obſervance of the Peace betwixt His Majeſty and the States General 
of the United Netherlands. 


CHARLES K. | : 
An hereas by the Treaty of Peace concluded at Breda, in the year One thouſand 
ſix hundꝛed ſirty ſeven, betwirt His Majeſty and the States General of the 
United Netherlands, It is txpꝛeſly pꝛovided in the One and Twentieth Ar⸗ 
title, That it (ould not be permitted to His Majeſties Subjects, and the 
Jnhavitants of the Kingdoms and Countreys under his Obedience, oꝛ to 
the Jnhavitants and Subjects of the United Provinces, to do oꝛ offer any Ho- 
© ſtility oꝛ Uiolence to each other, either by Land oz by Sea, upon any pꝛetence 
4 02 colour whatſoever, and that by conſequence, it Would not be lawful koꝛ the 
© ſaid Subjects 02 Inhabitants to get Commiſſions oz Letters of Repzizal 
$3285 from anyP2ince oꝛ State with whom either of the Confederates (ould be at 
difference; 02 in open War, and much leſs by vertue of thoſe Letters to moleſt 
02 damnifie the Subjects of either Party; Neither ſhould it be lawful foz 
any Foreign pzivate Men of War, not being Subjects to the one, 02 the other Party, having Commil- 
ons from any other P2ince 02 State, to equippe their Ships in the Harbours of either of the afozeſaid 
Parties, 02 to ſell oꝛ ranſom their Pꝛizes, oꝛ any other way to truck either the Ship oꝛ Goods, oꝛ any 
other Lading whatſocver; kit ſhould not be lawful foꝛ them to buy anyUictual,but what ſhould be neceſ⸗ 


ſary to bꝛing them to the nert Poꝛt of that Þzince from whom they obtained theſaidCommiſſious : And ik

which is renewed by the Seventh Article in the late Treaty of Peace betwirt t»i5 Majeſty and the (aid 
States,concludedat Weltminſter in February laſt, and now remains in full koꝛce. Nevertheleſs, His Majeſty 
has been inkoꝛmed⸗ That divers of His Subjects do pꝛelume to accept of Commiſſions of ar and Leiters 
of Marque and Rep2izal, contrary to the tenour and true intent of the ſaid Zreatics of Peace; which 
undue pꝛactice, if not luppzeſſed, may pꝛoduce great diſturbance to the Trade and Peace of this Kingdom: 
Foz the timely pzevention Whereof, and to the intent that none of his Majeſtics Subjects may pretend 
Ignoꝛance of the laid Treaties in this particular, His Majeſty, with the Advice of His Pꝛiby Council, 
has thought fit by this His Royal Pꝛoclamation to publiſh the ſame to be as is befoze recited: And doth 
hereby ſtraitly Command and Require , That no Perſon whatſoever do pꝛelume to accept of, oz ere⸗ 
cute any Commiſſion of War, of Letter of Marque o2 Nepꝛizal from any Pꝛince oꝛ State that now 18, 
oꝛ hereafter all be at difference, oꝛ in open War With the laid State; General of the United Netherlands, 
but that all Hig loving Subjects accoꝛding to their Duty, do inviotably obſerve that Peace and Union 
which is by the laid Treaties eſtabliſhed betwirt His Majeſty ud che ſaid States General, upon pain of 
being p2oceeded againſt with that ſeverity which they will L erve, that (all endeavour to involve this
